Outlines Law Concerning 
Candidates For County 
Supt. of Education 


Jackson, Miss.—J. M. Tubb, State 
Superintendent of Education, calls at- 
tention to the law with respect to ə 
candidate for office of County Super- 
intendent of Education. 

The statute provides that the candi- 
date for this office must be a qualified 
elector, a citizen of the State of Mis- 
sissippi for four year, and of the county 
in which he proposes to be a candidate 
for two years immediately preceding 
the election. The candidate shall also 
possess the: following educational and 
professional qualifications: He must 
have not less than two years of college 
training in an approved institution, 
and in addition, he must have not less 
than two years of experience as County 
Superintendent, School Superintendent, 

or Teacher in the public

graduate of a fouf year approved col- 
lege. 

The statute also requires that a 
candidate hold a certificate which is 
issued by the State Department of 
Education and which certifies that he 
possesses the foregoing qualifications.

Improved Pastures Protect 
Soil Against Erosion 


Improved pastures provide about the 
most effective protection against soil 
erosion. says Fitzhugh Lee, Chairman 
of the Hancock County PMA Commit- 
tee. At the same time, acre for acre. 
they may produce as much feed for 
livestock as corn. 

According to studies made by the 
US Department of Agriculture, there 
are many instances where improved 
pastures have produced as much live- 
stock feed per acre on comparable 

, land as high-yielding corn crops and 
\ considerably more than other grain 
crops. On the other hand, the per unit 
cost of production is lower. These 
studies showed that the cost per 100 
pounds of total digestible nutrients 
from improved pastures is less than 
a third of the production cost of corn 
for grain, about a third of the cost of 
corn for silage, and only about a fourth 
of the production cost of oats for grain. 

Returns from pasture per man hour 
of labor were six times higher than 
from corn, nine times higher than from 
oats, and nearly 10 times higher than 
for barley.

Southern Bell Reports 
Service Restored To All 
Phones In Mississippi 


Jackson, Miss. -— Representatives of 
the Southern Bell Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company, report that service hes 
been restored to nearly all of the tele- 
phones in the state that were cut off 
from service as a result of the ice- 
storm of January 31. . 

At the peak of the damage, accord- 
ing to T. E. Harris, Mississippi Man- 
ager for Southern Bell, 71 cities and 
towns were without outside telephone 
connections a total of 1206 toll circuite 
out of 2136 toll circuits terminating 
in the state were down, and a total of 
approximately 47,000 telephones—or 
one out of every five telephones in 
the state—were out of service. 

“Te hae taken nearly 2000 men 
equipped with 600 vehicles about 4 
weeks to reach this point,” Mr. - Harris 
declared, “and there's a lot more to be 
done. The additional work consists of 
replacing the temporary long distance 
lines into many cities and many tempo- 
rary‘ local lines with permanent cot- 
structions © 

“As the big repair job has progres- 
sed,” Mr. Harrie continued, “it has 
become evident that our first estimates 
of damage were much too low. Our first’ 
‘quick appraisals indicated that our re- 
pairs might not cost more than 2 mil- 
lion dollars; later returns added another 
gnillion dollars to this figure; and now 
with all of the damage known a more 
accurate appraisal places the figures in 
excess of 5 million dollars.” 

“For two consecutive weeks our men 
erected poles at the rate of nearly 
1000 a day,” said Mr. Harris. “Alto- 
gether, the job will require approxi- 
mately 14,000 poles, about 21,000 crose- 
arms, 1,250,000 pounds of copper line 
wire, 371,000 pounds of steel line wire, 
7 million fest of covered wire, and over 
1 million linear feet of cable contain- 
ing an average of 100 pairs of te!
